Death Of Cyclist 
After Inquest

"We find that the death' of 
the deceased was accidental and 
due to negligence of John Foley 
and also find from the testi­ 
mony Introduced that the said 
John Foley knowingly left the 
scene of this accident without 
slopping, to render aid or as­ 
sistance.

This was the finding at a coro­ 
ner's Inquest held Wednesday 
afternoon in Long Beach to de­ 
termine the cause of death of 
Cordon Richard Peterson, 28, an 
employee of the Superior Oil j 
Co. of Torrauce.

I'otersiMi died six days af­ 
ter thn motorcycle ho, was 
rilling crushed Into a car al- 
lesed to IIUVH nwn driven 
by lO-ycar-'iild Koley, who 
lives at :il»l Spencer strwt. 
The accident occurred at 100th 
street, and Hawthorne boule­ 
vard lin May 31.
